must consequently be . for things which 
are agreeable to the will of God. 

There are ihe prayers of our blessed 
Lord ; the prayers of His Apostles ; and 
the prayers of many holy men both under

which were doubtless intended to guide 
us at all times, and to teach us how to 
pray- 
When our Lord gave to His disciples 
that brief but comprehensive form of devo- 
tion which we call the hordes Prayer^ He 
said unto them, After this manner there- 
fore pray ye, which seems to indicate that 
they were not only to use it as a form of 
prayer, but to model their prayers upon it, 
and to make it an example for prayer in a 
more extended form. 

The Author of the present volume has 
long been deeply impressed with this idea, 
and has so far adopted it in the composition 
of these prayers. The Morning Prayers 
for the first week are q/ier the manner of 
the Lord's Prayer, and those for the third 
week are suggested by our Lord's Inter- 
cessory Prayer ; the Evening Prayers for 
the second week are on the model of the 
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prayers of St. Paul, and those for the 
fourth week are for the graces named in 
the Beatitudes. 

The Morning Prayers for the second 
and fourth weeks, and the JSvening 
Prayers for the first and third weeks, are 
for blessings temporal and spiritual, the 
subjects of which are, in each instance, 
announced. 

In the busy times in which we live, it 
is necessary to study brevity in the pre- 
paration of Family Prayers, but where 
circumstances admit, the Author recom- 
mends that one or two of the Collects 
from the Book of Common Prayer should 
be selected and used before the Prayer for 
the Morning or Evenmg. 

Some of the special prayers will be 
found suitable to be used in addition to, 
and others to be substituted for, the 
prayers of the day.

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In a Book of Prayers, the Author has 
not thought it necessary always to mark 
by inverted commas texts from the Holy 
Scriptures, or quotations from the Book 
of Common Prayer. 

May the great Hearer of Prayer be 
pleased to bless this volume, and to make 
it helpful to His people in the sacred 
exercises of family devotion !

Cleanse us by the precious 
blood of Christ, and bestow upon us Thy 
blessing. 

Be with us, we pray Thee, this night. 
May the angel of the Lord encamp round 
about us, and about all who are dear to us, 
protecting us from evil, and preserving our 
bodies, souls, and spirits blameless, for the 
sake of Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.
